SCHOOL DISPUTE IS 
SETTLED 


The dispute over the Mirror 
school, which has been in pro- 
gress for the past few weeks, 
Was again the reason for holi- 
ing » meeting of the ratepryers 
in the present schvol house Iasi 
Tuesday evening. The meeting 
was one of the largesteverhelu 
in Mirror, a number of ladies 
being in attendance, and show- 
ed unquestionably the interest 
that is being taken in this re- 
yrettable disputation, 

H. J. Ruymer was appoints 
to the chair and lost no ne 
introducing the subject, viz., 
the refusal of the School Board 
to pay J. Berry, the contractor, 
the three certiticates due, until 
work was completed satisfac- 
torily. Mr. Raymer expressed 
the wish that some sulution 
would be arrived at and the 
dispute settled outside the law 
court. 

W. C. Gardiner was appoint- 
ed secretary of the meeting. — 

W. C. McCormack was the 
first speaker and gave a synop- 
sis of what had been done | 
the School Board so far, an 
stated that the board had been 


served with a notice that suit} P* 


vould be entered forthe money 
due, This meeting was for the 
purpose of yetting the rate- 
payer's expressi: n, whether the 
ction be defended or themoney 
mid over. Personally, he was 
| n faver of the former course. 
[It was a question whether the 
people of the district had the 
backbone to say they would 
‘ave what they were paying 
‘or, or take a poorly construct- 
ed building that might be con- 
demned in 10 yenrs. To his 
knowledge, Mr. Berry made no 
offer to ix up the building.

It was brought out that the 
reasons for not) making the 
payments on time was the de- 
ay in selling debentures. There 
was ne lezal contract between 
ihe arehiteet, contractor and 
he Mirror School Board, 

J.Swariz wonted to know 
who was to blame for the way 
the contract was drawn up. 
Trustees were put there for 
the purpose of seeing that the 
work was properly done. As it 
was, there seemed to be no one 
to make « kick until work was 
nearly finished, Was a poor 
job in his opinion, 

In reply to a question from 
H. Kiesel, as to whether inspec- 
\or’s visit was made at a Ee 
vate or official request, Mr, Me- 
Cormack replied that inspector 
had paid the visit at his (Me- 
Vormack’s) request, 

Geo. Robinson thought School 
Board was to blame. for the 
mix-up ; asked who had _ reco- 
mended the architects ; W. G. 
Merkley replied that a clerk in 
the government offices had 
recommended Marvin & Hanes. 

“Being a ratepayer,” said Mr. 
Raymer, “and the representa- 
tive of a corporation that pays 
a good many dollars towards 
i upkee of the village and

Mail Order Houses Buy 
Newspapers 


The big departmental stor:s 
continue to extend their inter- 
ests in or control of ‘the daily 
newspapers in Toronto, Moit- 
real and Winnipeg. A large 
interest in, if not the control of, 
another Toronto daily has just 
been acquired. This makes 
three dailies in Toronto in 
which these mail order houses 
are financially interested. In 
Montreal it came ‘out in legal 
proceedings recently that one 
of the oldest daily papers there 
passed some months ago into 
the hands of the chief owner of 
a rising mail order house which 
aims to monopolize the trade in 
Eastern Canada, There are 
now dailies in Toronto, Mon- 
trent and Winnipeg, which are 
known to be owned, or controll- 
ed by the big store and financi- 
al interests, and while posing 
as the mediums of public opin- 
ion are the organs of these in- 
terests. The trade of these 
houses has grown enormously 
in these cities where these 
dailies circulate, but in the 
other cities and smaller places 
where there are good local 
newspapers, they have not 
made the same gains, because 
the local newspapers are well 
edited and are loyal to their 
local merchants and refuse to 
carry the advertising of the big 
city store. ‘Ihe only way in 
which the big dailies can make 
headway is by cutting their 
prices. They get $3 to $5 a 


Winnipeg, but sell in othe: 
cities at 50c to $la year. This 
does not pay tor the white pap- 
er on which these newspapers 
are printed, but the heavy de- 
ticits are made up by subsidies 
through big advertising con- 
tracts andin other ways, and 
by the low postal rates, The 
merchants and newspapers out- 
side of these three big centres 
should get together and insist 
that no newspaper should have 
the privilege of the mails which 
has a lower subscription price 
outside than in the centre in 
which it is published or which 
sells at less than the cost of the 
paper used.—Dry Gvoods Re-

Montreal's Great Market Is Pictures- 
f que Spot. 
In the ancient heart of Montreal 


fent place to transact business, con- 
venient ‘to get @ large welection of 
what you want. If you go early en- 
ough, convenient for watching the 
various selling and purchasing meth- 
ods. Some days they crowd to this 
place till you wonder whether any 
more could have room enough to walk 
about and effect their dealing. It is 
considered a boon to the poorer peo- 
ple to come to this spot and purchase 
their table necessities, It is not a 
grocery store, confectionery, or but- 
cher’s shop, that I am speaking of, 
but a genuine, price-lowering, popu- 
lar, public market, so much talked 
about as a factor in cost-reduction 
by political economists and other 
guessers at the riddle of the rise in 
the price of living. 

The market-is called Bonsecours, in 
honor of the gray old-time church 
which stands within hailing distance, 
The market {s old, but the church is 
older, built in 1771 in place of an 
older edifice burned in 1764. Here is 

here Montreal comes in as an his- 
oric town. The market comprises 
Jacques Cartier Square and a fine, old 
time-honored stone building, once a 
city hall, It is a familiar landmark 
to thousands of Montrealers. ‘Talk 
about your fairs, and national exhibi- 
tions, hcre {s an exposition every law- 
ful working day. If you like the 
looks of cabbage, turnips, carrot, on- 
ions, chickens, ducks, turkeys, all the 
produce of the farm except the coars- 
er grains, all on their best behaviour, 
you will be delighted to take a stroll 
along these booths and peer around 
and perhaps buy something to hale 
home with you, if you are not single, 
but double, Outside you see rows of 
boothr, on the north side selling vege- 
tables and poultry mostly, on the 
soulb side, stores offering all sorts 
of Conadian and even foreign fruits. 
lt resembles a main thoroughfare of 
an active business town with the 
shons reduced to its size. But every- 
thing is done here in the open. You 
see the operations of the dealers from 
the street as it were and it somehow 
increases your confidence in making 
purchases, you do not seem to take 
so much on faith, at least it looks 
that way on the surface. ¥ 

You will see two men in a booth 
piled high with cages holding the fea- 
thery denizens of the farmyard, 
crowing shrilly, or cackling wildly, 
and if you stand long enough you 
may see a long arm thrust into a 
cage, extract a chicken, wring its 
neck, pluck it, and put on the counier 
for sale. Some of the purchasers pre- 
fer to buy their chickens alive, lug 
them home, and commit chicken- 
slaughter in their own back yards. 
Strange, but most of these purchasers 
wear long beards, whitish or sandy, 
if they are masculine, and are of the 
religious faith that calls Christians 
Gentiles. hese customers prefer 

reparing a live enimal for the pot in 
heir own way, make a sort of religion 
out of it, as it were. 

You wiil see also some unusual 
things offered for food, or peis, just 
as your inclinations are, For in- 
stance, rabbits. Two or three booths 
make a specialty of these among oth- 
er articles. Another dealer sells red 
foxes, and by the number he had for 
sale you would judge that quite a 
market existed for these cute little 
animals. Those on display are young 


The old market building was erect- 
ed in 1845 when Hon. J. Ferrier was 
mayor. Inside of its splendid central 
dome it bears inscribed the names of 
the Council, Mayor 
Linn, ‘Trudeau, 
Councillors Laroque and Currie. 
Montreal had ‘commission’ govern- 
ment in those days, with the alder- 
men elected by the council, and acting 
as a sort of Board of Control, after 
the old English style which was done 
away with by the British Municipal 
Act of the thirties. 

The old market house stood on the 
site of a hotel, several stores, and an 
opera house, where Charles Dickens 
reciied from his works when he visit- 
ed Montreal in the thirties. It re- 
mained in use as a city hall till 1878,

Ap interesting figure passed away 
recently in Toronto with the death 
of Captain O. G. V. Spain. He was 
one of Canada’s few authorities on 
naval matters and coast defence, and 
bad an active career as a sea fighter. 
As midshipman, he served on His 
Majesty’s battleship ‘‘Minotaur’ ‘\ 
the Egyptian War in 1882, and first 
scented the smoko of battle. For bray- 
ery in this war, he was awarded the 
Khedive’s bronze star. In 1884-6 
two years iater, as Lieut. Spain, he 
served on the “Dolphin” during oper- 
ations at Suakim in the Hast Soudan, 
and was again recognized for bravery 
in connection with a long-drawn-out- 
defence of the army’s water supply. 

When he retired from the British 
navy, Captain Spain was made com- 
mander of the Canadian armed cruls- 
ing fieet, of eleven ships, guarding 
the fisheries on the Canadian coasts, 

In 1893, he was made Commission- 
er of Dominion Police. In 1904, he 
was appointed wreck commissioner 
for Canada, and a nautical member of 
the light*ouse board. In 1905, he 
was mado commander of Canada’s 
marine service,

A proposal to erect a ebureb to the | 
memory of Welfe, on a conspicuous 
site in the new

been made by Rev. Canon Scott, of 
Quebec, Already a beautiful avenue 
has been put threugh, connecting the 
Plains of Abraham, on the cliffs over- 
looking the St. Lawrence, with the 


battlefield of Ste. Foye, overlooking | 


the St. Charles Valley. This avenue 
is named the Avenve des Braves. It 
is proposed to erect the church on a 
piece of ground which is the highest 


spot on this avenue, and the highest 
part of the whole future park. The- 


option on the site has already been 


secured, the property having a front- 
age of 260 feet on the Avenue des 


Braves. 

Standing on the proposed site one 
can see across the fields the very 
place where the battle was fougbt, 
and, when the trees are bare of 
leaves, even the spot where Wolfe 
fell. To the north an extensive view 
of the Laurentian Mountains across 
the valley of the St. Charles {s obtain- 
able, while in the ftimediate fore- 
ground is to be seen the monument 
Aux Braves, marking the battlefield 
of 1760. 

Plans of the church have already 
been prepared. Two tesigns have 
been submitted, one of which is by 
R. A. Cram, architect of the exten- 
sions to St. Alban’s Cathedral, rrd 
provides for a building in late Gothic 
style, with lofty interior, stone-vault- 
ed roof, with nave of six bays, trifor- 
ium, and large clerestory tracericd 
windows. The interlor is completely 
flanked with flying buttresses, with 
the exception of the west end, while 
the east end is to be rounded, The 
cost of the building will be in the 
helghborhood of one hundred thous- 
and dollars. 

Already Canon Scott has received 
considerable support for the idea, and 
has ; ot the ear of some very influen- 
tlal men both in England and in this 
country. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury writes: “Nothing could be better 
than that a church should be erected 
to the memory of Wolfe, whose Aaims 
to our gratitude are recognized, I 
think, by everyone.” Prof. Osler, reg- 
{us professor of medicine at Oxford, 
thinks the suggestion excellent, and 
promises to nelp in any way he pos- 
sibly can, Lord Hal.fax, of whose 
family Gen. Wolfe was a distant con- 
nection, approves highly of the pro- 
posal, and will give bis support. The 
Archbishop of “ork says he ts much 
interested, and hoped the idea would 
meet with every success. He will con- 
tribute later as a token of his interest 
and of his connection between Gen. 
Wolfe and the Diocese of York. Oth- 
ers who are interested are the Duke 
of Newcastle, the Bishop of Winches- 


ter, Lord Stanhope, and many others.

The Great Lakes. 

We ull know in a general way that 
Lake Superior is the largest and Lake 
Ontario the smallest of the Great 
Lakes, but the relative facts are 
scarcely known to the average person. 
While Lake Michigan ranks second i 
size, being forty-five miles shorter 


than Lake Supcrior, it is twice as deen 


at its greatest depth, the figures be- 
ing 900 feet for Lake Superior and 
1,800 feet for Lake Michigan, so tbat 
in cubical contents the latter far out- 


reaches Superior. Lake Huron's great 


est depil also is a hundred feet more 
than that of Lake Superior, so that 
the greatest is not superior in every- 
thing, after all. 

Lake Erie and Lake Ontario are 
shallow, with mazi- 
mum depth of 204 feet and 412 feet, 
and yet we should not like to fall 
overboard in either of them. In width 
Lake Superior 
comes first with 160 miles, Huron se- 
cond with 105, Michigan third with 
eighty-four, Erle fourth with sixty, 
and Ontario last with only fifty-two 
miles of greatest breadth. 

In comparison with its area, On- 
tarlo leads with a drainage of 29,769 
square miles for its area of 6,700, the 
others being Erie, drainage 39,680, 
area 10,000 square miles; Huron, 
drainage 74,000, area 25,000 equare 
miles; Michigan, drainage, 70,000, 
area 22,400 square miles; and Super- 
for, drainage 85,000, area 82,900 
square miles. Drop in elevation is 
Lake Superior belive 
600 feet above sea level, Michigan 
678 feet, Huron 674 feet, Erie 564 
feet, and then cames a big drop to 
284 feet for Lake Ontario. 


Plague of Rats.

Pronounced by epicures the cholc- 
est of all mushrooms, the third of our 
local grass-fieshes, ia termed by the 
learned, the Agaricus Procerus, Any- 
one will enjoy ewallowing a tooth- 
some dish of these, rather than the 
name. Once again it is not under- 
standable how an amateur, the verlert 
tyro, can mistake this variety for any 
detested toadstool ever trod under 
foot. Like the last, it is a buff color, 
tut spotted with dark shaggy patches, 
and to secure the parasol mushrooms 
frequent any place where cattle pas- 
ture or horses graze, or seek the mar- 
gins of woods. 

You do not need to take my word 
for it. “Wherever,” says an author- 
ity, “an agaric on a long sialk, en- 
larged at the base, presents a dry 
cuticle, more or less scaly, a darker 
colored umbonated tep, a moveable 
rin; on the stalk, and white gills, it 
must be the agaricus procerus, and 
it may be gathered and eaten without 
fear.” 

A pockeiful, or a peck, you will like 
the tender succulence of the shagey- 
maned variety—Coprinus comatus— 
common all over, and a delicious, nu- 
tritious dainty of the fields. Yet once 
more, no poisonous kind looks like it 
—1in shape of # closed umbrella, of a 
downy whiteness, beautifully spotted 
with brown. Beneath it is a delicate 


pink when young, but speedily turns | 


black and dissolves into an inky sub- 
stance, leaving but the bare stalk 
standing. You can often hays them as 
late as December. 

Remindful of a ‘swell’ dinner, 
that name—he’s the fairy-ring mush- 
room, and may be growing in the 
coming fortnight right outside your 
window, unbeknown, unless sou ac- 
quaint yourself with the buff-colored, 
leathery-looking fungus, growing in 
crescent-shaped patches, or some- 
times forming irregular rings.
